1. This is the response to the Applicant's Amendment filed on 2/6/04. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/22/02 was filed same with the 
mailing date of the present appUcation.

3. Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the IMited States. 

5. Claims 1-8, 9-10, 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pryor 
(US 4,328,564). 

Pryor discloses a magnetic memory device (Fig. 2) comprises, a toroid-Hke memory cell 
(26) having an axial opening aligned with a first axis (XO, ...X3), a first conductor XO, 
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and a second conductor YO, where XO is orthogonal with YO, as recited in claims 1, 2, 9, 
10, 15, 16. 

According to claims 3-8, Pryor even though silent to show all limitations in claims 5-8, 
but inherently discloses since those limitations are conventional of how magnetic 
memory cell constructed and works. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 1 1-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
